We believe the church through its churches should excommunicate war, dissoci- 
ate itself from ‘the war, system, and refuse henceforth) vo allow the use of the 
church as a medium: of preparation -Lory omiprosecuvions of java. 


Because we favor a positive education for peace, and because ve believe that 
that present military training program of the War Department in high schools 
and colleges gives war ar. ultimate sanction, perpetuates the var system, de+ 
lavs disarmament, intimidates students and faculty, and inhibits free dis- 
cussion, ve suggest: 


a. The abolition ofmmili tory oraining in nigh Sschoola. 

b. The abolitionvor military training inichurch and? denominational schools.. 

ce The abolition of military training in colleges and universities, includ-— 
ing immediate abolition of its compulsory features in land grant institu- 
tions. 


Every local church should guard and guarantee the right of an individual to 
follow the guidance of his otm conscience «yhen that conscienge advises 
against participation in war. 


Because var is a negation of the value of human personality we condemn any 
attempt to impose wniversal conscription of manhood on the United States 
such as the proposed legislation before Gongress.- 


We believe the United States should take a leading share in promoting and par- 


ticipating in any international organization fostering good vill and cooper-— 
ation between nations, In particular we urge the immediate ratification of 
the protocol of the Permenent Court of Internationa: Justice at the Hamme, 
disarmament conference, and entry into the League of Nations. We urge the 
churches to continue thoir efforts aiong these lines. 


We recomend that the unanimous vote of the Conference in favor of the 
amendment to the report of the Findings Committee on the Church and War be 
sent to President Coolidge and the Senate.
